o vx x daies haue 1 
vente in expoundyng 
r uvynto yon the parable 
dot Lazarus, ladyng 
S& <7 |furthe ſuche treaſure 
Ass in chat botched bo- 
— hidden, whiche was nei⸗ 
ther golde, noꝛ ſiluer, noꝛ iewels, but 
rather religion, conffant courage , ſuf 
rance, and muthe pacience. Fo2 lyke 
as theſe ſlidyng and tranſitoꝛie treaſu⸗ 
res are outwardly touered with bꝛam⸗ 
bles, thiſtles, and rugged heath, and 
natheles in diggyng deaper great ri⸗ 
chelle is diſconered ; So finde we in 
Lazarus, botches outwardelp, but with⸗ 
inwarde, ſubikance beyonde eſtimati⸗ 
on: a bodie diſeaſed, but a noble and li⸗ 
uelp ſpirite, in whom that ſaipng of the 
apoſtle is fulfilled : bowe well the utter 
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SERMON». 
man is comupted, ſo well the inner man is res 
newed , And truly J might this date 
alſo wade in the ſame parable, confu- 
tyng ſuche heretikes, as repꝛoue the 
olde Zeſfament,with the Patriarches, 
pea and ſpare not to whette their toun⸗ 
ges againſt god the maker of all thyn⸗ 
ges. But foꝛ J wolde not my woꝛdes 
all of one thynge, ſhulde to much glutte 
pou, theſe diſputatious referre J to an 
other ſeaſon, and nowe let vs ſee, what 
we can ſaie in a newe mattier. Pardie 
pe knowe.that euer one kynde ol meate 
ſone ſquaimiſheth the fomacke, where 
as change quickeneth a continuall ap- 
petite. To the ende therfoze we vſe 
the like in our ſermon, let vs after a 
longe ſpace , looke backe againe vpon 
ſaynt Paule. Foz as this pꝛeſent date 
is red vnto vs very apointedly a plate 
ofthe apoſtle , and handeſomely agre- 
eth that, that nowe we intende to late, 
with that we haue afoze ſaid , Pe haue 
berde 
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herde then paule declaring, and wv 
Brethren, J woſde not haue you v1-wittyng 

what is become of thoſe; that ſlepe , leaſt ye 

wake doſe, and mourne, as — do that 

wante Pope. That ot Lazarus, was a 

ſtronge ſinewe ok the goſpell, and this 

nowe is the voyte of thapoſtle, but in 

effecte their tunes attoꝛde. Foꝛ as in 

that parable J treated muche ot the re⸗ 

ſurrection, and of the judgement to 

come : lo hath this texte bꝛought me 

backe nowe into the ſelfe ſame argu⸗ 
ment, becauſe if we digge ont well this 

place of the apoſtle, we ſhall not mille 
of the very ſame treaſure. Foz then, 

my whole oꝛation tended to this effecte, 

that the hearers might be taught, how 
nothyng in this woꝛlde was to be repu⸗ 

ted koꝛ goodly, but that rather in our 

hope we ſhulde marche on further , ha- 

uyng daielp befoꝛe our eies, the dome 

of our iudge, how redoutable his iudge⸗ 

1 is, and of what ſferne grauenelle 
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we ſhoulde kinde him. And doth no 
aule with theſe woꝛdes counſaile vs 
the like ? But herken pe: Of thoſe that 
ſlepe J woldle not haue you ignorant, to the 
ende ye moume not as other do, who haue 
no hope: Forand if we beleue that Jeſus is 
dead and vpriſen: ſo thoſe that in Jeſus doo 
ſlepe, god ſhall lrade with him. But in 
chiefe, this is woꝛthe the ſerche to be 
knowen. why 2 whan he ſpeaketh ol 
Thꝛiſte, his departynge out of life he 
ralleth heath, and where he ſpeaketh ol 
our death, he doth name it a ſlepe, and 
not deathe , Foꝛ he ſaied not ol the dead, 
what then 7 of thoſe that ſlepe. and a li⸗ 
tle after, ſo thoſe that in Jeſus do ſſepe, not 
thoſe that in Jeſus are deade, god ſhall 
ſeade with him. And then againe . we 
that live, that are leſte till the comyng of 
Chriſte, all not preuent them that are on 
ſſere. Not ſo muche as here ſaied he, 
that ar dead, but thziſe makyng mention 
therof, thꝛiſe death he called a „ 
| no

not ſo of Chꝛiſte, as foz and if we be- 
leue that Jeſus is dead, he lated not is 
on ſlepe , but deade, and wherfoze cal- 
leth he it hꝛiſtes death, and our ſlepe! 
Foꝛ not raſhely and at all auentures, 
but rather vpon ſome great and depe 
reſpecte , hath he vſed this obſernacion 
of wozdes. So ſpeakyng of Thꝛiſte, he 
called ithts deathe, to the ende the ſame 
mpght be thought a paſſion in hym, and 
as to vs he quailificth it with the name 
offlepe, that therby he myght comfozte 
pur ſoꝛow. Foz the cauſe, wherofpzoce- 
deth the reſurrection, boldelp he called 
death: but where all is grounded on 
hope, that nameth he a ſlepe, ſemyng 
with the veray woꝛde to tomfoꝛte vs, 
"and geue vs good hope. In as muche 
-As he that ſlepeth ſhall riſe againe, and 
death is noughtels but a longe ſlepe. 
oz dooe not abiecte me with this that 
the deade heare not, ſpeake not, ſee 
w_ noz feele not, ſeyng that a ſlepyng 
, A titt man 
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man hath no parte of all theſe . But if 
algates J muſte reherce ſome wondze, 
howe ſate pon to this? That the ſonle 
of hym that ſleapeth, dothe after a mas 
ner ſleape alſo, and the deade do wake. 
But a dead man (ſaieſt thou) putriſi⸗ 
eth, and rotteth, changed into duſfe 
and aſſhes, what therof my friede ? that 
maketh the moꝛe koꝛ vs. Foz incaſe a 
landloꝛde purpoſyng to reedifie an olde 
and ruinous houſe, ſhulde (as he muſte) 
firſt ot all tranſpoꝛte the tenantes ſome 
where els, then plucke downe the olde 
buildyng, raiſing it moze ſtately than 
euer it was, this dede (trowe J) in no⸗ 
thyng offendeth the tenantes, but muche 
moze cheareth them, becauſe thei re⸗ 
garde not ſo muche the pꝛeſent defa⸗ 
tyng, as with their minde thei compze- 
hende the plat of the houſe, that ſhall 
bee, but not as pet, tobe viewed at ete: 
Eupyn ſo doth god after lyke rate dif- 
ſolue our bodies, deductyngour —_

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the tenantes as out of an houſe, to the 
ende the ſame, beyng ones new repai⸗ 
red, he mate with greatter gloꝛie repoſ⸗ 
ſelſe them againe therin. Let vs not 
therfoze ſo much toumpte vpon this pꝛe 
ſent, in maner defaſpng, as on the goz- 
geouſnes that our houſe ſhalbe of, 
Fo2 admitte one had a copper ymage 
fozdone with longe age and rulkines, 
perdie , he bꝛeaketh it, and in the fo2- 
nate newe melteth it, to make it ſeme⸗ 
lier then euer it was. And as that dif 
ſoluyng in the foznace, is not thutter 
deſtruction of thimage, but rather a res 
newyng to the ſame: So is the diſſolu⸗ 
tion of our bodies not an vndoyng, but 
rather a newe refreſſhyng. uo hen thou 
ſeeſt therfoze this fleſhe of ours, as in a 
foꝛnate meltyng and putrifiyng, ſtaie 
not thy ſelfe at that ſight, but rather 
haue an eie to the muldwerkes pꝛopoꝛ⸗ 
cion. Neither ſuffice thy ſelfe therwith, 
but wade on pet-further  Jnaſmuche 
5 A v as 
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as ah ymage founder when he caſtefh 
a bodie of bꝛaſſe, he doth not newe 
make it of golde , o2 euerlaſtyng, but 
b2alen as befoꝛ it was. here as God 
on thother ſide taſtyng this our moztall 
und earthely bodie, reſtoꝛeth it golden, 
and immoꝛtall. Foz the earthe that 
recefueth our bodies fraile, and vn⸗ 
pure, rendꝛeth the ſame againe im⸗ 
moztall, and right pure. Why ſhoulde 
we than ſo muche beholde on the coꝛps 
lipng ſpecheles, and with eies cloſed, 
as when it riſeth againe, partaker of 
the gloꝛie paſſpngmans.vttrance, to be 
alfonnied , and wondꝛed at? Foz thus 
mult we from the pꝛeſent face ok thin⸗ 
ges, redute our vnderſtandyng to that 
hope that is tomyng. Pet ſome will 
ſaie, thei longe, and deſire, after the 
deades feloweſhippe , and therkoze 
mourne, and lament thet. But what 
is that to purpoſe 2 foꝛ and if thou ſhul⸗ 
deſt toigne thy daughter in mariage 
23 6 to 
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to ſome one, who leadyng hir awaie 
with hum, Muld goe into a farre coun- 
treie, liuyng there in great wealthe and 
plentie of all thynges, this ſhulde not 
(J frowe) muche greue thee, inaſmuche 
as that ſoꝛom, wh iche of the lengthe of 
hir abſence thou conteiueſt, thzongh 
the commune repoꝛte of hir welfare, 
thou ſhalt eaſely paſſe ouer. And now 
wheras no man, noꝛ ſeruant is the ta⸗ 
ker, but god him ſelfe, requirpng that 
is his owne, thon ſobbeſt and crieſt out; 
But ie ng J ama man ( ſaieſt thou) 
I tan not but mourne: And as foz that 
J will not muche ſticke with the. Foz 
not thy mournyng, but the great exteſſe 
therok wolde J take from the. Inal⸗ 
muche as to mourne it is a kyndely 
thyng koꝛ vs, beyng men, but to doo the 
ſame outrageouſly.ts a verate madnes, 
a ſigne of dotyng and a womanniſſhe 
tendꝛenes. J admit therfo2e thou waile, 
3 — thou weape, but not that 
thou

thou do ſfomacke at it, oꝛ beare it hea 
uily, nate rather gene thankes vnto 
god the taker, that ſo thou maieſt woꝛ⸗ 
ſhipfully ſet furthe thy frende , goyng 
ont of this life, and pelde vnto him theſe 
honeſt funerals , Foꝛ and if thou takeſt 
it greuouſelp, thou bothe violateſt 
the dead, pꝛouokeſt god the taker, pea 
and hindꝛeſt thyne owne ſelfe. But in 
geuyng thankes therfoze , ſo haſt thou 
ſet hym furthe, gloꝛified the taker, and 
done thy ſelfe a great good turne. 

Wepe therfoze but as the loꝛde via fo; 
Lazarus, who therby pꝛeſtribed vnto 
vs the rule; oꝛdꝛe, and very termes of 
bewailyng, whiche in no taſe we muſt 
palle. And ſo ſaieth Baule: of theſe 
that ſlepe J wolde not haue you ignorant, 
leſt ye ſhulde berwaile , as others dvoe that 
wante hope 4Sewaile ſateth he: but 
not as the Greekes dooe , who denie 
the reſurrection, who deſpaire of the 
life to come. J am aſhamed I — 

| Me 
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mes you, and not meanely Jam trow 
bled in my ſpꝛite, when J ſee in the 
mercateſtede theiſe ftockes of women 
without ſhame, pluckyng their heares, 
lpking their armes, ſcratchyng their 
chekes, pea and doyng all this afoꝛe the 
Grekes eies. What wyll not thei ſate : 
what will not thei blaſte of vs? Theiſe 
be thei that ſo conſfantlp affirme, there 
ſhall be a reſurrection of the deade: 
gate woꝛdes but their dedes dꝛawe not 
after that line: with their wozdes thei 
maintein the reſurrection, but their do⸗ 
vnges ſmell of the deſperate . Jf ther 
firmely truſted on the reſurrection, 
thei wolde not do thus: ik thei were pers 
ſwaded, the deade went to a better ſfate, 
thei wolde not make this dole. Theſe 
tauntes, and woꝛſe than theſe, dooe the 
vnkaithkull caſt on vs, when thet heare 
vs trie out fo. Let vs be aſhamed ther⸗ 
foze, and vſe moꝛe modeſtie, noꝛ ſclan⸗ 
der we not ſo muche therby, bothe our

ſelues, and thoſe that looke bpon vs; 
Foz IJp2ate thee tell me, why bewal⸗ 
leſt thou ſo ſoꝛe the paſſer out ofthis 
life ? Becauſe he was an yll man ? In 
that pont (me thinketh) thou oughteſf 
to rendꝛe thankes, that all iniquitee is 
nowe lopped from hym. But put taſe 
he was good and vertuous, ſo muche 
the moꝛe then ſhuldeſt thou reioyte at 
his takyng awaie befoꝛe anp wicked⸗ 
neſle had peruerted his good though⸗ 
tes, and that he is remoued to that 
place, where foꝛ euer he ſhall floziſhe, 
without ſo muche as neuer fo littell ſul⸗ 
picton of any tourne in thynges. But 
he was a ponge man, glozifie thou 
God therfo:e, that toke hym , and ſo 
ſoone hath called hym to a better ſtate. 
Then let caſe he was olde: and foꝛ that 
alſo pelde thou thankes, in glozifipng 
god his calier. 

Be alhamed therkoꝛe ot᷑ thy dole mas 
kyng: ſithens that the pompe of buri⸗ 
png,.

png, plalmes ſingyng, pꝛaiers, allem⸗ 
ble of hed citeſens , gatheryng togither 
ok the bꝛethern, all theſe thynges ar oꝛ⸗ 
deined, not that thou ſhuldeſt lament, 
oꝛbe repinyng, but to thende thou geue 
thankes to god the taker. Foꝛ like as 
euery man contendeth to ſet furthe and 
ſpeke well by ſuch,as are called to ſome 
great office oꝛ dignitee, ſo of the ſainctes 
that decealle, (as who ſaieth) called to 
a greatter pzomocion, we all ſhoulde 
ſpeake honozably, ſithens that death is 
reſtfulnes, the diſpatche of all thought? 
and cares perteinyng to this lyfe, 
ohen thou ſeeſt therfoze any of thy ner 
friendes ſhakyng handes with this 
woꝛlde, dooe not take it grudgeyngly, 
but rather whan the ſoꝛowe ſtingeth 
the, call thy wittes togither, ſerche thine 
owne conſcience, conſidꝛe howe within 
ſhoꝛte ſpace aiter, the ſame ende abi⸗ 
deth thee alſo , Attempꝛe thy ſelfe, and 
by the others death take warnyng. 
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Cut awate all differryng ok amende⸗ 
ment, call thy deedes to actompte, and 
make the beſte change thou tanſt. The 
Ethnike and vnfaithfull beholdeth the 
heauen, and woztſhippeth the heauen, 
takyng the ſame foz god. He ſeeth 
the earthe, and woꝛſhippeth it, and ga⸗ 
peth after thynges moztall, But we on 
thother parte beholde the heauen, and 
pꝛaiſe the maker of the heauen, in as 
muche as we take the ſame not as god, 
but foꝛ the wozke of god. J ſee the wozke 
of this whole wozlde, wherby as by the 
hande J am led vnto the creatour ther- 
of. The vnkaithkull ſeeth riches , and 
fixeth his mynde theron, and is raui⸗ 
ſhed therwith : J likewiſe ſee riches, 
and deſpite it. He fecleth pouertee, and 
whyneth therat: J feele the lyke , and 
reioyte therat. Foz otherwiſe beholde 
I thynges then he dooeth. And euen ſo 
on death. He ſeeth a toꝛps: and taketh 
it foz a coꝛps: I ſee a cozps, and M— 
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this parte of death none other bt foza 
flepe. And as in wꝛityng it comes.to 
paſſe, that where as with eies, aſwell 
the connyng as vnconnyng do poze on 
the letters, Pet not foz that with like 
vnderſtandyng. Foz thuntonnyng doe 
take thoſe foz bare letters only, whiche 
thet looke on, where as the tonnyng 
with great ſubtiltee pike out the meas 
nyng vnder hidden: So in the thpnges 
ſelfe, with the ſelfe ſame eies beholde 
we all, on moztall thynges , but not 
with the lyke vnderſtandyng. Shall 
we therkoze in this opinion of death 
agree with the Ethnikes 2 we (I ſate) 
who in all other thynges dooe diſagree 
from them? Thinke we ones, to whom 
the deade is gone, and reteiue we ton⸗ 
folacton,ſepng he is with Detre, Baule, 
and the whole tompanie of ſainctes. 
Thinke, howe he ſhall riſe againe, and 
that wich farre moꝛe gloꝛie, and repu⸗ 
tacion. Thinke, how that to mourne,

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and lament, other els thy teares maſe 
naught auaile the, but in fine make re⸗ 
bounde to thine owne diſaduantage. 
Thinke, ik thou doeſt thus,whole exam- 
ple thou foloweſt, and in any wile ef 
chonne the tompanie of ſpnne. Foz here 
in whom foloweft thou: oꝛ whom doeſt 
thou countrefaite? but the inkideles, 
and thoſe that haue no hope? [Lpke as 
Panule ſaieth: leſte ye monne as the reſie 
dooe, that baue no hoxe , And marke ye 
well, how warely the apoſtle ſpeaketh: 
fo2 he ſaide not hope of the reſurretti⸗ 
on, but platly, thoſe that haue no hope. 
Foz who ſo loketh not after the iudge⸗ 
ment daie, hath no maner hope, not ons 
ly ot gods foꝛeſight in thynges, but not 
ſo muche as of gods rightuouſnes, ac- 
toꝛdyng as he ouervieweth al the ſame. 
Te that hath no ſight in this, no2 iud⸗ 
-geth not this is ſo , is bꝛuter then any 
beaſt, and putteth all lawes, tudge- 
mentes, good conſtitucions, and foz 
thoztez 
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Hozte, all goodnes- out of his owne 
minde. Foz who fo loketh not to ren⸗ 
dꝛe any compte ok his dopnges, ftieth 
from all vertue, and tleueth fo al naugh- 
tines. 
we then conſideryng all this. an 
romptyng the Grekes tuſtome, whiche 
we folowe in makynge dole, to be a ve⸗ 
ry madnes and amaſpng ofthe minde. 
Eſthonne we (J ſaie) this vſage with 
them. Foz to none other entent dothe 
Baule ſo often make mention ok them, 
but that remembꝛyng what diſwozthtp 
we inturre therby, we ſhulde rekrame 
cuſfoming with them, x rather make re 
tourne to our owne noblenes. And that 
not here onelp, but often, + tontinually 
doth Baule lo. Foz when he wold haue 
vs leaue our ſinnes, then maketh he de- 
monttracion, what maner men th:ough 
dur ſinnes we ar coupled with, to thede 
we ſhulde millyke, and be offended with 
the maners of the perſon, and ſhon his 
W tt com 
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companie . Further wꝛityng to the 
Thedlaloniens, thus ſaieth he: Let eche 
of yon poſſeſſe his owne bodie in all holines 
and honour, nor in ſuſt einyng of diſwarſbip, 
as the Gentiles, who know not god. And 
againe, N of as thotber Gentiles, who 
ewalke in the vanitee of their hertes. So als 
ſon this place . Brethern, J wolde not 
baue you ignorant, what is become of them 
that ſlepe, leaſt ye mourne, as others do who 
wante hope. Foz not the nature of the 
thynge, but the purpoſe ol our mpnde, 
not the death of the paſſer hence, but the 
weake ſpirite of the bewailer is that, 
that troubleth vs. Foz as foz the bele⸗ 
uyng man, no pꝛeſent diſpleaſures tan 
diſpleaſe him, but rather befoze that 
bliſſe pzepared foꝛ him, is there euen 
in this pꝛeſent tourſe of life, far oddes 
betwixte him and the vnfaichfull . No 
ſmall vantage then reteiue we thzongh 
chꝛiſtian religion, onles we repute not 
continuall quietnes ofmpnde, and is 
all 


a like gladnes, to be the greatteſt kruite 
we mate here gather. Therfoze ſateth 
Waule, Joie ye euer in the lorde; ugaine 
(J ſaie) reioyce ye. Foz almuche: as 
befoze the reſurrection daie, we are 
pꝛinileged in the meane ſpate, in that 
we fall not into theiſe dately troubles 
ok our life, but rather thzough hope of 
the life to tome, euen here receine we 
great comfozte and conſolacion. Moze- 
ouer as we make game on bothe ſides, 
ſo on bothe ſides is the vnfaithfull at 
afterdeale : one wates though the pu⸗ 
niſhment remainyng hym koꝛ not tru⸗ 


ting in the reſurrettion, the other, be⸗ 


cauſe euery ſmall miſhappe here, dif 
courageth hym, who looketh after no 
maner wealthe in that other woꝛlde to 
come. And therfoze not onely foꝛ the 
reſurrections ſake, ought god to bee 


thanked, but alſo foz that hope of the re⸗ 


ſurrection, hable to comfozte our ſoules 
in . and. encourage vs as

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well in other thynges, as it doth in 
this, that we ſhall riſe againe, and be 
with god. Foz and if we nedes muſk 
lament, and mourne: thoſe that line 
in ſynne, not thoſe that deceas with 
bertue, ſhulde we lamente and wepe 
foꝛ. And ſo did Baule: Foz wzityng 
to the Coꝛinthians thus ſaieth he: Teſt 
at my comyng to yo, Cod humble me 
fo muche, that Þ muſte bee Jaine to be- 
waile manie of yon, not as dead, but that 
haue ſinned, and repent not of the ex⸗ 
ceſſe and vnc ſenneſſe they haue commits» 
tec. Bewaile the dead, foz he wan⸗ 
teth his ſenles, bewaile a foole, foꝛ he 
wanteth wit. Meanely bewaile the 
dead; foꝛ he is but at reit, but a fooles 
life is woꝛſe than his death. That and 
tf algates we muſte bemone hym that 
is depꝛiued of like, than muche moze 
hym, that is voide. of rightwilenes , 
and hath miſſed ol this gekte of hope 
ee tovs from — ä

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-- Suche men therfozelet vs bemonez

Where as to bemone the dead is both 
fonde, and impꝛoſitable.

Foz atoze pouertee , 
ſickt nes, vntimely death, begilyng, oz

he toke the moꝛe numbꝛe, and ſpared 
the lelle: but that he lwoped awaie all 
the kruite, and pet the tree he ouertur⸗ 
ned not: he raiſed all the ſurges ofthe 
ſea, and yet the ſhyppe he dzowned 
not: he gane the aſſaulte to the vtter⸗ 
moſte, and pet the ffronge towze 
wanne he not. So Job abode all 
his bꝛuntes, and remained in one vn⸗ 
red. Many dartes were — at 

im 
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hym, whiche he chruncke not fo2 :naie 
rather thei were launced, and he was 
not woũded. Imagine we (J pꝛaie pon) 
what a thynge it was foꝛ Job, to ſee ſs 
many of his childꝛen all at ones peri⸗ 
ſhyng. Pea, and trowe pe not, it was a 
ſufficient coꝛꝛoſiue to his herte, to haue 
them all taken krom hym- all (Jſaie) 
togither, at one tyme, in one date, of 
like floure of age, of muche hope and to⸗ 
wardnes, in ſuche ſoꝛte to finiſhe theyꝛ 
peares ? after ſo many wꝛekes, and 
ſtourges, this laſte to make vp his 
mouthe? ſpetially he being ſo loupng a 
father , and his childꝛen ſuche as deſer- 
ued no leſle ? Foz where as one leſeth 
by death his vnth2iftie childꝛen, well 
mate it cauſe him to regrete a litle, not 
that the anguiſhe ſo hotly ſcaldeth him, 
thiekely becauſe the vngraciouſenes of 
ſuche as deceaſſe, maie well be in cauſe, 


why that ſoꝛowe ſetteth not hir teethe 


- —_— in vs. But if their goodnes 
5 v be 
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be commendable, then thꝛilleth thee 
that depe wounde with continuall re - 
membzance, and the incurable euill 
bꝛeadeth two maner thoꝛnes in thy 
herte. That one is the remoꝛſe of na⸗ 
ture and kinde, which we that liue haue: 
the other is the vertue the deceaſed per⸗ 
ſone was of. Than, that Jobs childꝛen 
were of muche towardnes, mate be gas 
thered by thts, in that their father toke 
muthe care about their bzingyng vp, 
and made offe ſacrifice fo2the , hauing 
doubte at leſfe vpon their hidden ſinnes. 
Fo2 nothing was dearer to him, neither 
moꝛe tended on, then his childꝛens bꝛin⸗ 
gyng vp: an euident argument not one⸗ 
Iv of their good demeanour. but alſo of 
his fatherly affection , 

. Jnaſmuche therfoze. as Job was 8 
father, yea and ſo tender a father, as 
not onely erpꝛelled his naturall lone, 
but aiſo the feare he toke fo2 them, be⸗ 
ſides that thei that died, were ol ſucht 


— — 
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an appꝛoued honeſtie, trebly were thoſe 
panges of foꝛowes leueled at him, nohi⸗ 
che in caſe thei had benputto one by 
one, ſo might the pecemealeſhip haue 
geuen place to ſomemaner conlolacton, 
as when the pꝛeſente of the ſuruiuours, 
touereth the ſozowe tonteiued foꝛ the 
deade. But where as the whole flocke 
detaieth, whom can he ſuſteine to loke 
vpon ? that befoꝛe was father to ſq 
manp childꝛen, and nowe hath not ſo 
muche as one lefte hym. And here 
nowe J mighte bꝛynge in his fifte 
ſwoꝛde of ſoꝛowe, in that thei all at 
ones ſo ſodainely were bereued of their 
life. Fo2 and if their death had betid 
within ſpace of. iiii. 02. v. daies, ſo 
might his wikes, and all his neigh⸗ 
bours haue boꝛne hym felofhpp in la⸗ 
mentyng with hym, that in ſo ſhoꝛte 
ſpate, æ ſo vnloked foꝛ, ſo goodly a mei⸗ 
ny was quite foꝛdone. But much moꝛe 
cauſe of ſozow had Job, who not inthze 
n in 
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in two, o2 in one daie, but in a mo⸗ 
ment was euenly depꝛiued ok them all. 
Foz a miſhap longe loked foz, albeit 
it toutheth a man to the quicke, Pet foz 
that the euill commyng is fozſeene, it 
is wonte to be moꝛe tollerable : but 
when the ſame chanceth bothe at ones, 
and at vnwares, then is it intollerable. 
When ſo euer then, a thing is greuous 
of it ſelfe, and therto doth opp:efſe one 
beponde his expettacion, that is ſures 
ly a great enfozcement of his ſozowe. 
Nowe therfoze repute with thy ſelfe, 
howe intollerable Jobs ſozowe was, 
and how it paſſed the comon griefe felt 
in lyke paſſions. But wilt thou heare 
nowe the ſixte thꝛowe of Job ? he loſte 
all his childzen in the floure of their 
ponthe , and perdie ye wote howe ſoꝛe 
mens deathes afoze their tyme ok ripe⸗ 
nelle, are wonte not one ly to trouble 
their frendes, but alſo in ſondzy meas 
nes to trouble them. Then this of 

Jobs 
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Jobs chflderne was not onely an vn⸗ 
ripe death, but therto, a violent death, 
which violentnes maie be taken foꝛ his 
ſeuenth talamitee, foꝛ heſaw thẽ not pel⸗ 
dyng their goſtes e laſt bꝛethes in their 
bodies, but they were all oppzefſed with 
the ruine ol ß houſe, where thei bãketted. 
Now put caſe ſome one as he digged a⸗ 

monges thole ruines, ſhuld plucke out 
now a ſfone, e thẽ a lim of ſome one of 
them perchice one hande holdpng the 
cup,one other in the platter, with all the 
ſhape of the bodie quaſhed aſunder, the 
noſe fruſhed downe , the head craſed, 
the eies quiſted out, the bzaine diſper⸗ 
fled , and the whole pꝛopoꝛtion of the 
bodie with the dinerſnes of the bzuſes 
ſa diſfigured , that the pooze father 
might vnnethes dilterne the deſpꝛed 
ſight of one of his childzen from an o⸗ 
ther. At the reherſall onely ofthis tra- 
gedie, pe are moued to compaſſion and 
teares. What thinke pou then by hym 


that 
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that ſawe this gere ? Foz ſeyng wenow 
ſo longe time ſens, tan not ſo muthe as 
heare without teares, ſo miſerable a 
chance as this was, yea «+ that nothinge 
perteinyng vnto vs: What maner a 
a man, and ot how ſtonie an herte was 
Job, (trow pe) who ſeyng all this with 
his eies, not in an other mans aduerſi⸗ 
tee, but in his owne, coulde ſo refraine, 
and moztifie his courage ? Foz he nei⸗ 
ther reptned therat, no not ſo muche as 
ones opened he his month in grudge. 
As what meaneth this? is this the re 
tompente of mp mekenes? to this ther- 
foꝛe hath my houſe food open to all 
ſtrange gueſtes, that I ſhulde ſee the 
graue of my childꝛen? haue J therfoze 
bpon thoſe extended all gentilnes, that 
theſe ſhulde ſuffre this deathe. 

None of all theſe muttrynges vttred 
he, no not ſo muche as ones thought 
them, but after a longe debatyng with 
him ſelle toke he al in good wozthe. —

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like as a tunnyng founder, when he ta⸗ 
ſeth an image of golde, dothe pꝛopoꝛti⸗ 
on and make fete the moulde with all 
diligence, ſo he with pꝛopoꝛtionyng and 
ketyng, bꝛought his tourage to a good 
popnte . And as a painfull huſbande⸗ 
man, watreth, bindeth,and hedgeth in, 
the graffes ol palme and Dline trees, 
likewiſe Job ceaſed not with all his ſtu⸗ 
die to bꝛinge vp eche ok their ſoules as 
a fruitefull Dline tree, to a greater en⸗ 
creaſe ot vertue. And hauyng all done, 
when the ſtoꝛmyng ofthe wicked ſpꝛite, 
had diſturbed and beaten them to the 
grounde, with a miſerable ende of their 
lines lotted vnto them, pet vſed he no 
kynde ot blaſphemie, but thankyng god 
of all, gaue ſo the diuell a clap at the as 
uantage. But now if thou wilt ſate, 
that his ſozowe foz loſſe of many thyl⸗ 
dꝛen, is not to be compared to his, that 
had, and loſte his onelp childe, thou 
3 well, and J will well ſo be it. 
Foz 
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Foꝛ not enen, but muche greatter was 
Jobs ſozowe, Foz who tan gelle the 
benefite riſpng to the father of many 
childꝛen ? e perconſequent, the wounde 
recetued in many bodies, muſte nedes 
engender a moze manifeſt calamitee, 
and ſharper heuines . But now, if thou 
deſireſf an example ol him, who hauing 
but one onely ſonne , ſhewed neuer the⸗ 
les as great as Job, o2 rather greatter 
conffance. Then loke thou on the Pas 
triarche Abzaham , who in dede ſawe 
not his ſonne Jſaac die, but was tom⸗ 
maunded (whiche thpng was far moze 
piteous, and miſerable) was tõmaun⸗ 
ded J ſaie, with his owne handes to kill 
him, and pet this bidding he withſtode 
not, neither toke it henily,noz vſed none 
of al theſe woꝛdes. To this thẽ haſt thou 
made me a father, that J ſhuld be mine 
owne childes queller? better had it ben 
not to haue geuen him vnto me, then in 
this wile to redemand him. But _

wilt nedes haue him, to what purpoſe 
A beſeche the wilt thou haue him ſlaine 
of me, and my hande to be his bludſhe- 
der? was it not thy pꝛomes, howe in 
this boie my ſeede ſhulde ſkoꝛe all the 
woꝛlde 2 and what frute geueſt thou 
me, when thou pluckeſt vp the rootes? 
How aſſureſf me thou of nephieus, and 
comandeft my onely ſonne tobe ſlaine: 
who ener ſawe the lyke , who did the 
lyke : J am begiled, J am betraied. 
Abꝛaham truly againlaide not gods 
comandement, no: ſtode not in termes 
of why, and wherfore, with hym, but 
when he had ones herde : Taketby dere 
and welbeloued ſonne Jſaac, and make of him 
ſacrifice to me, vpon ſuche an hille as Jſhal 
opointe the, with as good a will he went 
aboute it, as if moꝛe had ben comanded 
him, he wolde haue done his vttermoſt, 
foꝛ he both kepte this ſecrete krom his 
wile, x from his ſeruantes, tõmandyng 
them to tarie at the foote ofthe hylle, 

and 
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and takyng with him only Jſaac fox 
his oblacion went vp, not with a faint 
herte, but gladſomelp aboute the execus 
tion of gods commandement. Thinke 
therkoꝛe howe harde a caſe this wag, 
when no man beyng by, he did queſts 
on (perchance) with his ſonne aparte, 
which might make his herte the rather 
fowndꝛe into pitie, and a moze vehe⸗ 
ment heate ot loue, not in one o2 two 
dates, but in manie dates to be quicke⸗ 
ned in him, inaſmuche as to haue dilpa- 
ched gods biddrng ont of hande, was 
ſure a verp great and harde cntferpziſe, 
but not of ſuche maiſtrie, as by reſpite 
ol ſo manp daies to haue his minde tep⸗ 
ted, ſpetially beyng beſeaged with ſo 
great a loue, as he bare towardes Iſa⸗ 
ac. Foꝛ therfoze did god apointe him a 
plate of further diſtance, where he ſhuld 
do his oblarion, to thende the wzafflers 
ſtifnes might be the better aſſated. And 
in dede a liffe wꝛaſtler was * 
wi 
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With no man, but with the very lawe of 
nature. Fo2 what eloquence is liuely 
enough to ſet atoꝛe our eies his ſfoute 
hert:Heled awate his ſonne, he bamde 
him, laide him on the heape of wood, 
dꝛewe his ſwozde, was readye to ſtrike 
Him. IJ cannot tell J, how, noꝛ by what 
meanes to deſcribe all this. 

Be onelp knew it, who toke vpon hym 
ta doo it. Foꝛ no painted woꝛdes mate 
ſafficietlp ſec out colours in this behalfe, 
Foz howe was not his hande aſfonied? 
Howe did not the fozce of his ſinewes 
weaken 2 Howe. coulde not the defiras 
ble pzefence ot his dere childe,egge him 
to compaſſion ? And then againe;that v 
Ffaac did, how wonderous was it? Foz 
as Abꝛaham obeied god, ſo obeied he 
his father, and as when god bad Abzas 
ham flea him, he aſked not after: the 
cauſe wherfoze : likewiſe Jſaac, his fas 
ther conffreigning him, and offring 
= vp6 the aultar, enquired not ot᷑ him 
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why he did it, but was ſubiett to his 
will and pleaſure. Here now mate we 
ſee the father, a ſacrifice of his ſonne,s 
a ſacrifice pelden vp without bloudſhe- 
dyng, a burnt offring without fire, foz a 
figure ofthe deathe and reſurrection. 
He flew his ſonne & not flewhis ſonne, 
not with his hand,but with his intencis 
he flew him, And god commanded thus 
muthe, not foz effuſion of blouddes ſake, 
"but to manifeſt vnto vs the obedience of 
Ab:aham , and that his pzomptenes 
might ouer all be notified, to our teas 
chyng and inſtrutttion. How that gods 
tommandemẽtes ought to be pzeferred 
not onely befoꝛe our childꝛen, the lawe 
of nature, and bꝛieſty all other thynges, 
but euin our very owne liues. And ther⸗ 
foze came he downe to let Abzahams 
Hande,hauing Jſaac as a liuing witnes 
of this atte. uo hat fozgenenes then ſhalt 
thou obteine 2 oz what excuſe canſt thou 

bpyg'® {ſeing ſuche à man as Abꝛaham 
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was, with ſo good an hert to haue 
bowed him ſelfe, and in all pointes to 
haue geuen place to God, and thou in 
this ſmall caſe wilt not take it well, but 
ſtubbernlp⸗: 
Foz neither alleage thou thy mour⸗ 
ning, noꝛ yet the gretnes ot thy talami⸗ 
tee, but rather thinke howe Abzaham 
was ſtronger, then ſo extedyng great, 
and far paſſynge a ſoꝛowe. Foz it was 
enough, that gods tommandement had 
ſome thing troubled, and calf his minde 
into perplexitee, together with this, that 
god had aſſaiꝛd his faithe in other pꝛoo⸗ 
kes afozettmes . Foz who, extepte Abzay 
ham ſelfe, wolde not haue reputed gods 
pꝛomis, as touchyng the multitude ol 
his generacion, and nephieus, to haue 
ben but diſceite , and tromperie? And 
pet this notwithſkanding , we onght ts 
haue Jobs pactence , and his wonders 
fall moderation, in great pꝛite, nas 
melp his onerturne , and fall, beyng 
C. ii. ſo 
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fo piteous as it was, in that a man oł 
that ercellente bertue, after fo many 
almes dedes, and ſo great hoſpitalitee 
kepte, when he neither had pꝛouoked 
gods w2ath vpon him ſelfe , noꝛ on his 
thildꝛen, huld with his eies beholde ſo 
miſerable a miſfoztune, ſo ſtrange, and 
ſo vnloked foz,yea and ſuche as in longe 
tyme falleth not vpon the wickedſt men 
that bee. Moꝛ foꝛ all this did he not, as 
commonly men are wonte to do, neither 
tudged vertne vnauaiable, ne yet repu⸗ 
ted his fozmer life well led, to haue ben 
ſpent in vaine. Ethe ok theſe therfozez 
we mute not pꝛaiſe onelp, but folowe 
alſo, and do after their vertue. But 
ſome will ſaie, Nate :thef were men 
that palled. Pe truely : thei paſſed, and 
were meruailous men. Natheles at 
dur handes is required a greater reli⸗ 
gion, then at theirs was, who folowed 
but the olde fourme ol liuyng onely. 
For vnſes your iuſtice be fame wore _ 

gart, 
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dant, then that of the Scribes and Þhari's 
ſees, ye ſhall not entre into the * 2dome of 

Deauen, - 

Therkoꝛe in any wiſe vle we modera⸗ 
tion, and callyng to our mynde theſe, 
and thoſe thynges, whiche of the gene- 
rall reſurrection, and ofthele holy men 
haue been repeted, let vs euer caulme 
dur mindes, not onely when cauſe of 
mournyng ts obiected vnto vs, but alſo 
whan we are free from any maner ſo- 
rowe. Foz to the ſame purpoſe J at this 
pꝛeſent, what tyme none (as J thpnke) 
is in ſoꝛowe, haue pet grounded mp 
theme therupon, that when we haue 
iuſte cauſe of doole, pet beyng armed 
with remembꝛante herok, we maie re⸗ 
teiue comfo2te acco2dingly . That lyke 
as ſouldiours in tyme ofpeace, do pꝛa⸗ 
ttiſe feates of warre , that when warre 
is ones pꝛotclaimed, and the tyme requi⸗ 
reth expertnes, thei maie then at neede 
thewe furthe their cunnyng, learned in 

L itit tyme 
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tyme okreſte. Solikewiſe, pꝛepare we 
both our weapons, and meditines, all 
beyng pet quiet, that if at any time theſe 
great troubles, miſeries, oꝛ ſoꝛowes do 
aſlaulte vs, we on the other ſide being 
well armed, and ſtrongelp defenſed, a⸗ 
ga inſt all the dinels bꝛuntes, maie with 
much maiſtrie repulſe the backe, x cheld 
our ſelfes, with Gods wooꝛde, right 
reaſon, æ example takyng at the good. 
Foz in ſo doyng, we maie leade this 
life in much tranquilitee ol mynde, and 
afterwardes bee partners of heauens 
kingdome,with CHRIST IE SVS, 
bnto whom with the father, and the ho⸗ 
ly goſfe, be all honour and imperie, 
wozlde without ende, AMEN.
